The robbers abandoned their jaded 
horses and started across a field to­ 
ward the westerly foothills.

In emulation of Convict Tracey 
he placed his pistol to his head and 
blew out his brains, dying almost in­ 
stantly, The other threw up his hands 
and was taken into custody.
